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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on March 10, 2006, has been fully considered by the 
Examiner. The amendments to the claims are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-6, 8-11, 13-16, and 18-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 4, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method of correcting measurement data obtained from a 
multi-channel imaging system by using a cross correlation algorithm to measure a 
geometric distortion introduced by the system in each sub-region for each sub-image ' 
present in each of the channels of the imaging system, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claim 4. 

As to claims 8 and 18, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method or system for correcting measurement data 
obtained from a multi-channel imaging system that measures a geometric distortion 
introduced by the system in each sub-image in each of the channels of the system by 
using one of the sub-images as a reference, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims 8 and 18. 

As to claims 1 0, 1 1 , 20, 21 , 27, and 28, the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a system or method for correcting 
measurement data obtained from a multi-channel imaging system utilizing a transfer- 
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function correction matrix to produce a uniform intensity response to correct an intensity 
distortipn in pixels of the sub-images in each of the channels of the system, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 10, 11, 20, 21, 27, and 18. 

As to claim 22, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the method of correcting measurement phase data obtained 
from a multi-channel interferometric imaging system by producing a plurality of 
additional phase maps with varying phase offsets and averaging the phase maps to 
produce a corrected phase map to calibrate the multi-channel imaging system, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 22.
